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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group II claims 7-1 0 in the reply filed on 
7/03/2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the search and 
examination for the entire application would not amount to a "serious burden". This is 
not found persuasive because a new search in a different classification would be 
needed for the distinct invention of the apparatus. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.
